Meyer Lon- 
don. Socialist. In Twelfth District, 
leads by about 1.000. If there Is no 
theft In the remaining districts. 
London will be elected to congress 
by 1.200. London, himself, with 
Charles Edward Russell, who has 
worked untiringly all day. will 
watch until the last tally sheet is 
marked. 

"Elizabeth. X. J., elect el. Harry 
Kopp. to the city council and lost 
another ward by small margin. 
Haledon. N. J. re-elected its Social- 
ist mayor, William Brueckman. a 
council uu«; * -J four narshalle in 
the face of fusion and bitter and 
dirty fight on election day. Schenec- 
tady pulled through atrong running 
second In the face of a general re- 
publican landslide". 



REACTION EVERYWHERE BACK IN THE SADDLE 
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SOCIALIST PARTY THE ONLY HOPE HENCEFORTH 



ON THE WHOLE the mutts of the pre- 
sent campaign are good. The Socialist 
Party comes out of the battle stronger and 
better than ever. 

It is not alone in the election successes 
tut in others we have gained. Averaging 
\e results we may fairly claim that the 
ual steady, inevitable advance which al- 
ys characterizes the socialist movement 
vgain in evidence. 
It is not alone in the election success 
the Socialist Party makes progress. 
- elements enter and that particularly 
i case of a minority party which is 
aly without a daily press, fighting for 
.^nition and beset not only with clever 
md powerful majority parties, but also with 
a reform oartv that offers at least a promise 
of success for radical action outside the So- 
cialist party. 

ELECTION GAINS. 

Glancing at the election results the So- 
cialist Party is not without its laurels. 

As we go to press word comes of the 
election of Meyer London, of the 12th New 
York district to the United States Congress. 
This is the second socialist elected to con- 
gress in America and shows that the party 
stands close to the line of victory in New 
York as well as in Wisconsin and elswhere. 

The election of London to Congress 
partly atones for the failure to land Berger 
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and Gaylord in the. Milwaukee districts, 
while the nearness of their victory gives 
reason for greater hopes for the next con- 
gressional battle. 

In Pensylvania, the re-election of 
James H. Maurer to the State Legislature in- 
dicates that success is coming back to the 
party in the legislative field there. It is too 
early to report results in other states ex- 
cept in Wisconsin and Illinois. In Wisconsin 
the socialists are reported to have carried 
the county, electing the steriff, district 
attorney and others. As usual a strong 
group of representatives are elected to the 
state legislature. 

In Illinois the party re-elects Madsen 
and Mason to the legislature, but loses 
Stedman and Harris. While the loss of the 
two latter is to be regretted, yet in view of 
the loss of the Chicago daily paper two 
years ago, the consequent disheartenment of 
the movement and the terrific landslide back 
to the democratic and republican parties, 
the holding of two seats in the state legis- 
lature is regarded as an encouraging result. 

Returns from other states are slow in 
coming in. but it is believed that the party 
is either holding its own or making steady 
gains. 

RE ACTIONARIES IN THE SADDLE. 

But election returns' after all, are only 
the crriftwood on the tides of national af- 
fairs. There are deeper meanings to the 
events of this campaign. 



A hasty survey of the field shows this 
one overshadowing result of the election : 

Reaction everywhere is back in the 
saddle. Feform radicalism is everywhere 
beaten dc*n. Nothing is left for the people 
now but socialism. 

Joe Cannon goes back to congress from 
Illinois. Penrose of Pennsylvania wins over 
Pinchot by over 200,000. Governor Ferris 
of Michigan, whose attitude towards the 
miners in their strike in the Calumet dis- 
trict was all the reactionaries and mine 
owners could desire, is re-elected. And Geo. 
A. Carlson, republican, Rockefeller candi- 
date, goes into the governor's chair in Colo- 
rado. 

And, strangely enough, on the very day 
that the working people were casting their 
ballots for democratic candidates in many 
sections, the democratic president, Woodrow 
Wilson, was calling out the federal troops 
at Forth Sheridan, ordering them to Arkan- 
sas to suppress a strike of the miners at 
Bache-Denman. This is the first time the 
federal troops have been called out against 
the working class since 1894, when president 
Cleveland called the troops to Chicago. 

RADICAL REFORMERS ANNIHILATED. 

Another significant feature of the 

election is the complete elimination of the 
Progressives. 

Many of the Progressive, candidates 
were men of brilliant talents and national 
reputations. But the landslide mowed them 



down just the same. In Illinois Raymond 
Robins, who felt certain of election to the 
United State Senate, ran third. Albert J. 
Beveridge, of Indiana, Pinchot of Pennsyl- 
vania, Murdock of Kansas, all went down to 
defeat Everywhere, (except in California) 
the Progressive party seems to have been 
a bad third. New York, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Indiana, Illinois, air tell the same 
story, while Wisconsin, which is the home 
of the original progressive movement, has 
witnessed the almost complete elimination 
of the La Follette progressive forces. 

Thus the radical reform movement, re- 
presented by the Progressive party, seems 
to have utterly failed. The reactionary for- 
ces have weathered the storm of the spas- 
modic outburst of two years ago and are 
everywhere crawling back into power. 

What are the people to do now? What 
remains? 

Socialism and the Socialist Party re- 
main. Its program is as clear, logical, ra* 
tional and constructive as ever. Its mem- 
bership is slowly but steadily growing. And, 
its voting constituency is withstanding the 
shock of every imaginable sort of attack, 
strategy and landslide, holding its lines in- 
tact across the nation and for the most part 
making steady, sure gains. 

The field is clearing for the final fight 
between plutocracy and the people, — be- 
tween the many and the few, — between 
capitalism and socialism. 

The future is ours!

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Red Flag Is Crime 
In Massachusetts 

Massachusetts baa outlawed the 
Red Flag, the final edict against 
it has been written and handed down 
by the state supreme court. 

This is one of the results of the 
nation-wide campaign against the 
Red Flag 'eoadwahM )*> ant l So c i al 
lata Immediately followfog the ISIS 
national campaign. These same anti- 
Socialists will no doubt be back in 
the. state legislatures this winter 
where they will be met, however, 
by an Increased number of Social- 
ists. 

The story of the war against the 
Red Flag In Massachusetts Is told 
by the New England Socialist, or- 
gan of the Socialists of the New 
England states, as follows.

Civil Service Heads Deliver New 
Blow At Free Political Activity 



The campaign of The American So- 
cialist In behalf of the politically 
enslaved federal civil service em- 
ployes is attracting nation-wide 
attention. 

Non-Socialists write In aad urge 
that the campaign be continued. One 
of our correspondents sends in a 
clipping from The Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican. Oct 29. 1914. 
which shows how drastic the rul- 
ings of the United States Civil Ser- 
vice Commission really are. 

Our correspondent calls It, "Ano- 
ther stab at political action". The 
"stab" Is as follows: 

"Acording to notices posted at the 
United States shops in this city, no 
employes will be allowed to serve 
as precinct officers on election day. 
This ruling discontinues a practice 
that has been in effect for years and 
closes the doors entirely against 
public service employment outside 
of their occupations. When the no- 
tices were posted last week the 
matter was taken up with the 
United States civil-service commlK- 
sion by Congressman Frederick 11. 
Glllctt. who pointed out that the 
rules bad not beon enforced against 
urmory employes at previous elee- 
tlons. The armory employes 
sought the ruling on the ground 
that the work of an election official 
wan nonpartisan and was outside the 
intent of the rules of thefclvll ser- 
vice. 

"Mr. Glllctt took the matter up 
with the clvll-servico commission 
Tuesday and yesterday received a 
reply from the civll-«ervice board. 
Mr. Gllktt telegraphed the clvll- 
servlee commission as follows: 'Civil 
service rules ported at t'uited States 
armory lead some machinists there 



who are election precinct officers 
at polling places to fear they must 
refuse service. These places are 
wholly nonpartisan, paid by the city, 
and obviously outside the intent of 
the rules, as I understand then. 
Pour years ago on a similar questloa 
your board ruled that under these 
conditions employes could serve. 
Would appreciate word by wire from 
you on this point.' 

"President Mcllhenny of the United 
States civil service commission tele- 
graphed Mr. Glllett the following re- 
ply yesterd-.y: 'Employes may not 
serve as election officers. Former 
ruling based upon Incorrect Infor- 
mation and was reversed last year.' 
The effect of the ruling will be 
general and will make It impossible 
for any employe of the United 8tates 
armory here to serve In any official 
civil position outside of his own em- 
ployment. Quite a number of tbe 
armory employes are at. present 
election officials. Their places will 
have to be tilled before election day 
Tuesday." 

This intolerable condition must be 
changed. Every worker, in or out 
of the service of the United States, 
must be free to act politically as he 
thinks best. This fall's campaign Is 
now over. Hut every worker should 
join In the csmpaign to right this 
wrong In time for the big 191* pres- 
idential campaign. '

Socuditt "lotenutioiiale" 
Soon To Meet At Hague 

That there are now greater and 
brighter prospects of rallying the 
forces of International Socialism 
In the struggle for world peace la 
soon la a cablegram Just received 
aanounelac that the lataraatloaal 
Socialist Bureau haa been trans- 
ferred temporarily from Brussels to 
The H*gue. Holland. 

The cable was received by Walter 
Laferalek. national secretary of The 
American Socialist Party, and came 
from H. Van Kol. one of the mem- 
bers of the International Socialist 
Bureau from Itolland. 

The International Socialist Bureau 
has been located for years at Brus- 
sels, Belgium. The work of the 
bureau was handicapped for the 
time being by the capture, of the 
Belgium capjtol by., the German 
amies. 

Fan To Set Veetlag. 

This resulted In the failure to 
call a meeting of the delegates to 
the International bureau. The So- 
cialists In the neutral countries be- 
gan an agitation to have tbe bureau 
removed to Holland and the cable 
from Van Kol would Indicate that 
thla has now beep accomplished. 

According to Information received 
from European Socialists the first 
**tep will be to call a conference of 
Socialists of neutral European 
countries, when the holding of aa 
International congress will be disc- 
ussed. 

Probably the most enthuslsstlc 
response to the American Socialist 
effort to restore the Socialist "Inter- 
nationale" and secure peace to 
Europe comes from Portugal, from 
J. Dtas Da Stlva, editor of the 
offiotal Portuguese Socialist organ, 
and delegate to the International 
bureau. He Is In favor of holding 
the proposed international Socialist 
Peace Congress Immediately at 
Washington. He writes: 

"By your Invitation to a peace 
congress and your appeal to Social- 
ists of all countries, you merit the 
sympathy of all comrades faithful to 
the peace principles of the Socialist 
movement. 

Votes For Washing*, a. 

"In my capacity a« editor o' "The 
Volee of the People," organ of the 
Socialist Party of Portugal, and In 
my capacity as delogate to the 
International Socialist Bureau. I 
salute you with fervor and give my 
vote for Washington as the place to 
hold the peace congress. 

"Owing to the fact that practically 
all countrlen sre engaged In the 
horrible war It Is Impossible to hold 
the congress In Europe.

The New South Wales Qovenuneut 
Is by no means a pioneer In litis 
matter. Municipal governments In 
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people, however, can imagine 
the American Government In this 
role, and yet Uncle 8am for years 
acted as baker for some 60,000 of 
his employes on the Panama Canal. 
Good bread be dispensed, too, and 
cheap. Nor was there any "pster- 
naltsm" sbout the matter either. It 
was strictly a business proposition. 

The strangeness of the govern* 
ment appearing aa a baker Is only 
due to the conception of govern- 
ment now prevailing. Instead of 
being regarded as an Instrument of 
the community, to be used for every 
function that pertains to Its welfare. 
It is as yet regarded mainly as 
something outside of and above the 
community, too dignified and Import- 
ant to undertake such a trivial mat- 
ter as the production of bread. 

It Is this conception that gives 
tine to the Idea of "paternalism.'' 
whkh is merely the protest of 
capitalist interests which perceive 
their proftts endangered by the 
government In a small way fulfill- 
ing its function as an Instrument of 
the community. 

The cspltallst conception of 
government excludes from its func- 
tions every activity that would a- 
boltsb private profit. In other words, 
government, instead of being an In- 
strument of the community, must 
confine Itself to being a tool and 
weapon of the capitalists to Insure 
thorn a free and unlimited field for 
private exploitation. If it goes be- 
yond that, or limits It In any way, 
It becomes "paternal" and "social- 
istic." 

The government will bake bread 
for the people when the people own 
the government, and it will also do 
\ thousand other things now left 
to private enterprise for the sake of 
private profit, Ttoere will be no "pa- 
ternalism" In the condition, either, 
when It is predominantly recognised 
that it Is simply the community, 
through their instrument, the govern 
ment, doing for themselves collect- 
ively what was previously left to 
individual*. When that conception 
prevails, there will be no difficulty 
whatever in recognising bread as a 
public utility.

His reply was "The Pope's Encycli- 
cal Is tbe official pronouncement of 
the church on the Labor Question 
and Incidentally on Socialism." This 
was substantially ldenticnl with the 
answer of Collins. I am aware how- 
ever that neither ColHns nor Bad- 
lng are the official spokesmen of tbs 
est hoi Ic church. 

.Xu* !t is ct-iUL.ly a .'act that. Cue 
Pope does attack Socialism In ths 
same manner that most non-soclal- 
Ists attack it — by setting up a man of 
straw and then demolishing It. But 
whether or not this constitutes an 
attack by the church Is a nice ques- 
tion. It is contended that the Pope 
is held to be Infallible In spiritual 
matters only and that bis utterances 
on these matters alone are the utter- 
ances of the church. 

On other matters, political, econo- 
mic, etc., he speaks only as an In- 
dividual and therefore does not bind 
the loysl lay member. 

If this be true then there has been 
no official attack by the church 
against Socialism I believe and there 
is no Just excuse for any socialist 
to be drawn away from bis active 
allegiance to socialism nor Is there 
anything to prevent a catholic from 
being a socialist. But on the other 
hand If the Pope's Encyclical Is such 
an official attack by the church as 
a body then It Is a dead certainty 
no loyal catholic can be a loyal 
socialist, at one and the same time. 
This Is most delicate ground and 
should be very careful about 
the authority for Information on this 
point.

THE question of horlag the Soelallat Party own ita 
national headquarters has been claiming In- 
creased attention. 
The last national committee meeting had this matter 
under discussion and the same problem will no doubt 
be taken op at the next gathering of this body m May. v 
There) will be a "Headquarters' Week" In December 
when efforts will be made to start a fund, with which 
to secure a party headquarters. 

This Is One Ssgfestlon. 
This picture Is merely a suggestion for a Socialist 
Party National Headquarters. It haa not been adopted 
by the Headquarters' Committee of the Socialist Party 
but la offered as one of the ideas of what a party-owned 
ha»dqsmrters should be like. 

The largo building In the center would contain as 
much apace on each floor as Is now occupied by the 
NatwnsJ Oflioe, end It Is estimated thatrthla structure 
would oontsin all the activities of the office for perhaps 
tan years to come. 

If it were found advisable later to establish a print- 
ing plant, one of the wings could be constructed for 
that purpose. The printing plant oould bo placed on 
the ground floor and the literature department would 
occupy the upper floor. If a printing plant were estab- 
lished It should be In a separate building, as a protec- 
tion against Are and also to segregate the noise that Is 
inevitable in such an establishment. 

The reference library connected with the Informa- 
tion Department Is constantly growing. Within a few 
years this will be a very valuable asset to the party, 
especially when we begin to elect city and state offi- 
cials In numbers. Such a library will require space, 
and should also, be protected from Are, hence a separate 
building. 

As this building Is an integral part of the Informa- 
tion Department, the department should also be housed 
In this building. 



Basis of Discussion. 

In the rear of the main building, and detached there- 
from, should be the steam and power plant 

The above general plan covers the needs of the party 
for an Indefinite future period, but it should be under- 
stood that this plan haa not been adopted, but la offered 
simply aa a basis for discussion. 

The center building, with suitable grounds, would 
cost approximately $100,000, and each wing would cost 
approximately $40,000. The picture and estimates were 
kindly furnished by Henry Raeder, an Architect of 
Chicago.

"Your Work Committee should meet for a half hour after you have 
made your visits. In that half hour you should compare notes, exchange 
names of those visited, etc. You will find that poaaibly some others on 
the committee are well acquainted with one of those you have visited.

LAW W OT ENFORCED

About four weeks ago aa explo- 
sion occurred In the same mine 
though no one waa fatally Injured. 
The men made complaint about the 
tontliatlon. oven going ao far as 
writing to the County Mine Inspect- 
or asking that he come to make aa 
examination of the mine but without 
avail, he explaining that orders must 
come from the Bute Mine Inspect »r 
before he could comply with the re- 
quest of the men. 

No Order Caase. 
Apparently no order came, perhaps 
because the matter was not brought 
to the attention of the SiSti In- 
spector. Bo that aa it may. the In- 
upectloa was not mat". 

On the morning of Oc*. 27. aa 
usual, the miners began to descend 
Into the mine at seven o'clock. Home 
were still around the bottom while 
others had proceeded to thet.' work- 
ing places. All of a audden a shock 
was felt and dust and amoke filled 
the openings. 

Sad and touching atortes are told 
by some of the survivors whose 
brothers, partners or friends were 
killed 'beside them. It was about 7:20 
that Jack Miller, tke Local Miners' 
Union President, and a number of 
others were at the abaft bottom. 
W. D. Williams was beside Miller 
when they were struck aa If by a 
cyclone and all that Miller can re- 
member are the last words of Will- 
lams -r "By Ood Jack, what haa 
happened T At thla Miller was over- 
come and did not regain conscious- 
ness until that afternoon. 

Story of Two Rretkers. 
Another sad story waa that of 
two brothers, who with aeveral other 
miners were on their way In to thetr 
work. When the force of the explo- 
sion struck them they were In total 
darkness while men were groaning 
all around. Finally one of them, a 
foreign miner, though badly bruised 
succeeded In striking a match and 
one of the brothers saw the other 
lying dead a few feet away. Others 
told similar stories. 

The bodies were charred and bUa- 
tered; some were burned beyond re- 
cognition. It was a ghastly sight, one 
that I shall remember to the end of 
my days. 

There are conflicting stories as to 
the cause of the explosion. The 
County Mine Inspector Is quoted as 
having aald that It waa caused by 
miners carelessly going Into a place 
that contained gas. However, before 
the Coroners' Jury he testified that 
If the proper ventilation Is kept up. 
gas will not generate In dangerous 
quantities.

PBOPI1 s OP WATEB PLANT MAY 
*BE l>KI> IN OTHEB UTILITIES. 

Qaeati»a: The city of Sheboygan, 
Wis., if governed bj, a special char- 
ter. The city owns the water plant, 
and the charter provides that the 
proceeds from this plant must not 
be used for any other purpose than 
for the maintenance of the plant, 
improvements, extension, etc. 

Then, to my knowledge, the state 
public utility law covers this same 
point, namely, that a city-owned 
water plant must be operated for 
service only and not for profit to be 
used In other departments of the 
city government. 

One of the Republican aldermen 
introduced a resolution sows time 
ago. demanding a transfer of . the 
surplus of $71,000. which the city 
water commission holds at one of 
our local banks, to be used for a 
city hall building fund. I want to 
know whether It la legal to transfer 
this money, and whether the com- 
mon council can order such a trans- 
fer Independently. I contend that if 
the general fund forwarded 171,000 
to tke water plant, then It would not 
require a resolution to txansfer this 
money to the city hall fund, but that 
the water commission could reim- 
burse the general fund to the amount 
of $71,000. 

I think also that If the water plant 
did not receive this alleged loan, 
then the water rates should be cut 
or lowered and the surplus elhnln- 
ated entirely. 

Am I right? A. C. K. 

Aaswer (by Daniel W. Iloan. City 
Attorney of Milwaukee) : Your con- 
clusion that the public utility law 
requires that a water plant must be 
operated for service only, not for 
profit might be correct, were It not 
for the fact that a subaequent enact- 
ment governing the subject has been 
pasaed by the Legislature. Whether 
or not. however, a plant ahould 
make profit under a public utility 
law la Involved In our Milwaukee 
water case. Professor John R. Com- 
mons aaalated me In preparing a 
brief, which I eta id i; ..1y to preaent 
to the Railroad Commission ef Wis- 
consin at any time they call a hear- 
ing, affirming our right to run a 
plant for profit over the coat of 
maintenance and operation. Pe that 
aa It may. however, thla a* aerate 



enactment referred to governs your 
Inquiry. It provides as follows: 

"When cities own the waterworks 
or lighting works, the water rates or 
charges for lighting shall be collect- 
ed by the treasurer and be first 
devoted to the expense of maintain- 
i ing and operating the works, paying 
'. the principal and Interest of any in- 
. debtedness created in the construc- 
j Uon or purchase thereat, and the 
I balance. If any, shall be paid into 
! the general fund. The common 
j council of every city which shall 
j construct or own and operate light- 
ing works or water works to supply 
j the city and Its Inhabitants with 
i light or water may, by, ordinance, fix 
the ratea to be charged for light or 
water furnished the Inhabitants 
thereof, and provide for the collec- 
tion of the same, either quarterly or 
semi-annually, in advance or other- 
wise, provided such rates shall be 
uniform for like services la all parte 
of the city. The provisions of the 
next following section shall apply 
to the listing and collection of un- 
paid rates or charges for light or 
water ao furnished, so far as they 
are applicable.** 

You will see. therefore, that after 
first maintaining and operating the 
worka and then paying the principal 
and Interest of any Indebtedness 
created In the construction or pur- 
chase of the plant, any balance or 
profit may be paid into the general 
fund. 8lnce It I* paid Into the gen- 
eral fund. It would Indicate that the 
money might be expended for any 
general city purpose. 

Referring again to your conclusion 
as to the meaning of the public 
utility law. I will atate that hereto- 
fore your conclusions could be well 
Justified by the expressions of the 
i railroad commission. Their ;*>eory 
, has been that the consumers of 
j water and the taxpayers are two 
I different classes; that should a 
1 profit on water be used for general 
I city purposes. It would be taking 
j money from the consumers for the 
I benefit of the taxpayers, which would 
j be contrary to the spirit of the pub- 
! lie utility law. The position of 
Professor Commons and myself Is 
that, notwithstanding the theory of 
the commission of the inequltablllty 
of the matter, under the law the 
practice waa permissible, and that 
the consumers of water and the 
taxpayers were eubstantlally one 
and the aame thing.

They have never faratabod the 
motive nor the energy tor the up- 
building of the world -movement for 
co-operation aad they cannot do so, 
for a vary good reaoon whlck Hea 
close to the very ksart of them.

The reaeon for tho exkjteace of 
the producing co-operative la fulfil- 
led whea It haa Increased the income 
of the producing co-operators to tke 
full extent of the possibilities of tho 
situation la which It does its work. 
There is in it no seed of any expan- 
sion I Only whea a similar group 
of co-operators eaa beaoflt by work- 
ing with another one of the aame 
kind, like the cranberry growers of 
the nation, do we Cad thorn coming 
together. It eaa be admitted that 
they might organise with others of 
correlated lines. • 

But there Is no reason connected 
with the Interests of the co-operat- 
ing producers which would move 
them to organise the consumers In 
the market where they sell. Rather 
would their Interests be opposed to 
any such organisation. 

The consuming co-operators, on 
the other hand, have a motive so 
all-lncluaSve that the simple and log- 
ical follow <og out of that motive 
leads them Into the whole world 
of Industry and commerce. 

The establishment of a little re- 
tall co-operative store dot* not seem 
really ao pretentious as the estab- 
lishment of a co-operative creamery. 
Dut tho one can be complete in it- 
self; while the other can never be 
finished until it haa developed lis 
idea clear back to the point of pro- 
duction. 

The consumer looks into the 
WHOLE market; he la looking for 
quality aa well aa price; and when 
he has eliminated the profita of the 
petty retailer he finds that he haa 
only begun his task. The organiza- 
tion and successful conduct of ht* 
store leads to the establishment o| 
another one In the next neighbor- 
hood or city, But there Is no com- 
petition between these two, In the 
nature of them. They soon discover 
that they have all interests common. 
And as soon as there are a dosan 
or more of them, they take the next 
inevitable step Into the stream of 
world-commerce, and organise a 
wholesale co-operative company. 
Face Producers ef World 

The moment they organize a 
wholesale co-operative compauy. the 
whole world of commerce stretches 
before them in a new form. They 
are now facing the lndtrldu'il pro- 
ducers of the world or their agents. 
Buying In quantities, they soon be- 
come familiar with tho meaning of 
raw materials, shipping and manu- 
facturing costs. Being the repre- 
sentatives mainly of working people, 
they have an Idea of the conditions 
of production attending the furnish- 
ing of their supplies. And with the 
growth of their retail constituency 
they find themselves at the door of 
the world's market with a greater 
relative confidence than, any other 
purchaser of similar consuming 
power. They have an absolutely cer- 
tain market In which to dispose' of 
their ware. They need not gamble. 
They control their ware in a way 
no other wholesale merchant can. 
They are Invincible In the market. 
And If they have followed the Roch- 
dale "cash" policy they are sup- 
plied with cash money In proportion 
to their consuming power far be- 
yond the ordinary. They soon stand 
at the door of the small manufact- 
urer, and bid for his entire product. 
To a price too high they oppose 
their growing knowledge of the bus- 
iness world, and when their trade Is 
large enough they have the better 
answer of capital enough to build 
their own factory. 

Employing some of thetr own 
people in their own shoe factory, 
they proceed to build a bakery; 
then a cannery; then a clothing fact- 
ory. And the bualneas world soon 
finds that It haa a new factor — not 
a competitor, but a co-operative in- 
stitution which controls Its own 
trade and manufactures for that 
trade and Its own use. 

The next logical step Is the raw 
material for the factory. Flour mills 
need grain; shoe factories need 
leather, aad tanneries need hides; 
spice mills require bales and boxes 
from foreign lands. 

To buy and operate tea planta- 
tions In India Is no more logical 
than to buy and operate w tr^t farms 
In Canada. And so both are accom- 
plished. Wheat farms on a large 
scale peed elevators for the grain, 
and tea plantations need the neces- 
sary equipment for curing and 
packing, aad from one step to the 
next Is always a logical move. 
Traas— Oceanic Steamship. 

All of this calls for Uansportatton 
facilities. Accordingly M la quite In 
line that there should be a trans- 
oceanic steamship line owned by the 
same people who own the wheat

at first —If at all— for the pur- 
poses of practicing co-operation, to 
withhold from them any word of in- 
spiration or encouragement. 

If the facts above set forth do 
not show that the world-movement 
of co-operation Is not peculiarly and 
most mightily and truly a movement 
for the working class, first as con- 
sumers, then their meaning has been 
utterly misread and misunderstood 
by me. 

It is somewhat peculiar, in thla 
connection, that for all that there 
have been and still are so many suc- 
cessful co-operative stores In small 
towns and among the farmers, there 
has never been but one success- 
ful co-operative wholesale concern 
in this country that I can learn of. 
The onu of which I speak waa est- 
ablished In California, by about 40 
retail stores located on the weat 
coast 

Grata Elevators Saccess. 

There are more — many more — suc- 
cessful grain elevators operated on 
the co-operative principle than there 
are retail stores. The success of co- 
operation In the one line did not 
lead to any striking back Into the 
life of the consuming community 
by the vital spark of co-operation. 
Indeed, too' often the successful co- 
operative elevator has became a 
simple stock company, "taking It out 
of the hide of the fellows who 
wouldn't come In at the first fight." 

The time seems ripe, now that 
American worklngmen have gotten 
over their mutual and unprofitable 
race-hatreds, for the scattered re- 
tail co-operatives to take up a new 
life or propaganda and wider co- 
operative effort. They have not 
touched the fringes, of their possl- 
•MlHles. either as practical factors 
in the living of their own members, 
or as factors In American civilisa- 
tion aad the American labor mov-
